Since the Palestine question 
arose, defense authorities and 
‘their allies in the State Depart- 
ment have been haunted by a 
nightmare in which Arab forces 
occupied the British-American oil 
fields in Iraq and Arabia and cut 
petroleum pipe lines to the Levan- 
tine coast, The United States Navy 
is already absorbing virtually the 
entire output of Saudi Arabia, es- 
timated at more than 115,000 bar- 
rels a day. 

It/is pointed out that the Jews 
were dispersed from Palestine 


after the sack of Jerusalem by ai 


the Romans in the First Century, 
and that the territory in dispute 
has been occupied by the Arabs 
and their forefathers, the Sara- 
cens, since the fall of the Byzan- 
tine Empire 1500 years ago. The 
Jews are declared to be a one-to- 
two minority in Palestine, with 
small hope of maintaining their 
independence except through large- 
scale immigration, military sup- 
part from without or both. 

In Zionist eyes, American with- 
drawal from the policy of parti- 
tion is another “betrayal,” more 
monstrous even than the shift of 
the British Government 10 years 
ago from the Jewish to the Arab 
side. This change, it is declared, 
followed on the discovery of oil 
in the Persian Gulf basin and an 
advance of air power which made 
Palestine useless as a defense out- 
post of the Suez Canal. 

The Zionists claim Palestine on 
historic and sentimental grounds 
as the ancestral homeland of their 
people and faith. The legal bases 
of their cause are the Balfour 
Declaration, the League of Na- 
tions mandate which installed the 
British as guardians of the Holy 
Land, and a recent majority “de- 
cision” of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly in favor of parti- 
tion. 

As to the last, it is pointed out 
that the General Assembly cannot 
make decisions but only recom- 
wnendations, and that decisions are 
the exclusive function of the Se- 
curity Council, which until now 
has delivered no verdict,.

The occas{on for the failure of Russia to 
conclude a treaty with Britain and France 
was the refusal of Poland to’ allow Soviet 
troops to cross Polish territory, in the event 
of German aggression.. The decision to 
‘break off negotiations. with the West, and 
to sign the German treaty—-unleashing 
World War Il—was, however, clearly Rus- 
sia’s, although of /course Germany was the 
agsreasor. 

Despite the: publication of ‘German docu- 
ments relating to thig period, it is not yet 
entirely clear why Russia made this deci- 
sion.'

St. Louisans could well get actively into an 
effort which has been going on for two years 
now under the name of the Eye-Bank for Sight 
Restoration, Inc., of New York City, 

The Eye-Bank helps people who have lost 
their sight because of corneal defects. It solves 
two problems which formerly thwarted much of 
the effort to help these people. The first prob- 
Jem was to obtain the corneal tissue required for 
the operation. The second problem was to find 
a surgeon trained to perform the operation of 
transplanting the tissue. | 

The Bank is solving the first problem by ask- 
ing people to bequeath their eyes to it. As the 
Washington Evening Star says: “This business 
of ‘willing’ an eye to save someone from blind- 
ness—this passing on, in death, of the gift. of 
light—makes a bold appeal to the imagination. 
It is a form of life-after-death which the coldest 
skeptic can apprehend.” ' 

More than 600 eyes Wave been accepted from 
the public, and'90 per cent of them have been 
successfully used in operations. Affiliate eye 
banks have been set up in Boston. and New Or- 
Jeans and 150 hospitals are associated with the 
Bank. They make it possible’for the eyes to be 


-processed immediately after death, as they must 


be in order to be useful. 

To meet t second problem, of making 
trained surgeons available, the Eye-Bank Has 
granted fellowships, among them to Harvard and 
Yale, for study of corneal eye diseases, and has 


trained in its laboratories doctors from England, 


France, India, China and the Philippines,

His “Fallen 
Sun,” in its 254 short pages, 
gives the uninformed reader as 
good a mémo as he might get 
himself. in six weeks on the 
islands. 

Casual. observations on a 
sreat many things—our occupa- 
tion forces from top staff of- 
ficers to clerks and errant Gis; 
the backward, docile Japanese, 
obedient under their Emperor 
in defeat as they had been under 
their Emperor at war; the mis- 
ery of the country due to loss of 

loss of raw material 
sources, overpcpulation and un- 
employnrent; attempts in this 
atmosphere to effect political. 
democratic reforms, broadened 
end improved education, re- 
vised press concepts, decentral- 
ization of economic power, and 
other changes intended to give 
the Japanese both self-respect 
and respectability as a demo- 
cratic people in the.world — 
these are the main concerns of 
Mr. Busch. 

Unfortunately, all he does is 
touch on them.

SIATISTA, Northern Greece,—

At that time 
authority to call back reserve of- 
ficers ended, they believe. 

That applies to former officers 
whether they signed up on dis- 
charge with the organized rererve 
or not. They cannot be called up 
against their wishes, the Army 
says, without a new law. 

Until Congress acts on the draft ne 
and U.M.T., and on increasing the R (. aa, 
authorized Army, Navy and Air Te 
peacetime strength, which Secre- 
tary Forrestal said will be re- 
quested, none of the services will 
know how many officers will be 
needed.

American smokers are now con- 
suming nearly a billion cigarettes 
a day,

cigarettes jumped from 172 bil- 
lion in 1939 to 352 billion, more 
than double, in 1946.

factory-made cigarette as a sort 
of social outcast, 

“He men” who rolled their own 
or relished a “chaw of eatin’ to- 
bacco” looked upon smokers of 
tailor-mades as “sissies” or ‘“‘col- 


‘lege dudes.” 


Back in the spiffy spitoon era 
many members of Congress were 
tobacco chewers and proud of it. 
A typical newspaper advertise- 
ment of the period pictured 
Speaker Joseph Cannon, of IIli- 
nois, with the caption: “The 
thinking men of America chew— 
twist.” 

Today the factory-made ciga- 
rette not only has wide social 
acceptance but is a sizeable item 
in the national economy. It is es- 
timated that the cagarette tax in- 
creases the United States Labor 
Department’s consumer price in- 
dex by nearly one per cent, 

In 1946 American consumers 
paid a total of $3,400,000,000 for 
tobacco products and smoking 
supplies. The 1929 expenditure for 
tobacco products was $1,700,000,000, 
Treasury tax experts report that 
cigarettes in 1946 accounted for 
77 per cent of the total tobacco 
used in production. Back in 1915 
cigarettes accounted for only 10 
per cent. 

The use of cigars and smoking 
tobacco (pipe and roll-your-own 
cigarettes) has had a big drop in 
the past 30 years, The biggest 
slump hag been in tobacco chew- 
ing. Consumption recently was 
less than one-third that of 1918, 

_ Cigar smoking in this country 
| reached a@ peak of §8,100,000,000 
It dropped to 
4,592,000,000 in depression 1933, 
picked up some in the years im- 
mediately before and during the

Government research experts 
say there has been “a significant 
decline” in cigar consumption 
since February 1947. They ex- 
plain that recent increases in the 
cost of living may have affected 
the demand for cigars, 
Consumers recently were pay- 
ing six cents apiece for cigars 
which before the war sqld at two 
for five cents, an increase of 140 
per cent, ° / 
Changes in smokers’ income or 
in the price of cigarettes seem 
to have had only moderate effect 
on the demand. Between 1929 
and 1943 average changes in’ vol- 
ume of cigarettes consumed were 
less than half as large as the 
average changes in income levels. 
Other government surveys have 
indicated that in hard times many 


purchases before reducing their 
customary purchases of cigarettes 
and gasoline. 

The consumption of snuff has 
been substantially unchanged for 
about 30 years.

|} pounds were produced in 1916, 41 


million pounds in 1929 and 36 
million pounds in 1933. The pro-

The use of snuff and chewing 
tobacco increased during World 
War II. This was believed due in 
large part to restrictions on 
smoking in some war plants be- 
cause of fire and explosion haz- 
ards. 

There was a huge increase in 
cigarette smoking in Great Brit- 
ain during the war. 
Tobacco imports from the 
year for an indefinite period by 
the British Government as an 
economy measure, The British tax 
on a package of 20 cigarettes is 
47 cents, e tax on a cigar 
which retails for five cents in 
this country is 25 cents. 

The result of the heavy cigar 
tax is, as one tobacco supply man 
here put it: 

“Practically no one in England 
except Winston Churchill smokes 
cigars.” 


SWISS CARE FOR 50 CHILDREN 
OF MEN WHO BOMBED HITLER 


BERN, Switzerland, March 20 
(AP)—A group of 50 children be- 
longing to the families of German 
generals and prominent civilians 
executed for their part in the 
bomb plot against Hitler in July 
1944 arrived here recently to be 
cared for by a private charity. 
Dr. Albert von Erlach, head of the 
charity group, says the children 
we being ostracized as “the 
children of traitors” by the Ger- 
mans, and deserve special care, 

They included grandchildren of 
Col. Count von Stauffenberg, who 
planted the bomb under Hitler’s 
conference table, and of Dr. K. 
von Goerdeler, burgomeister of 
Leipzig, who was caught by the 
Nazis after a Germany-wide man- 
hunt lasting several weeks.

“But what is certainly and def- | 
initely not near at hand are large- 
scale, practical commercial appli- | 
cations of power from atomic 
energy.” 

(The Brookhaven National Lab- 
oratory on Long Island announced 
recently that it expects to have 
a research power plant in opera- 
tion in 1949, generating enough 
juice to run bloWers and other 
laboratory apparatus.) 

Technical Problema. 

Lilienthal says that these are 
some of the technical problems 
which must be overcome: 


1, Materials used in an atomic 
power plant must be able to stand 
high temperature. 

The atomic “oven” constructed 
at Hanford, Wash., during the war 
produced enough heat to raise the 
temperature of Washington's Col- 
umbia river slightly, but that’s 
not enough heat to run*’a steam 
engine.

More than a year ago, the scien- 
tific and technical committee of 
the United Nations Atomic Ener-| 
gy Commission said: — | 

“Information is lacking on... 
whether or not enough additional 
fuel can be made in a power re- 
actor to replace the orfginal sup- 
‘ ; ply of nuclear fuel being con- 

sumed. 

“If not, the world supply of nu- 
clear fuels is measured by the 
amount of U-235 present in nature, 
extended a few-fold such ad- 
ditional quantities of (plutonium) 
or U-233 as are generated in the 
consumption of U-235. 

“On the other hand, if the re- 
generation of nuclear fuels can 
fully replace the original mater- 
lals, then all of the U-288, one 
hundred and forty times as plen- 
tiful as U-235, and also the world’s 
supply of thorium, which is more 
plentiful than uranium, constitute 
potential nuclear fuels.” 


Seeking a “Breeder” 
The U. 8S. Atomic Energy Com- 
AMission, hinting that it was going 
to try to develop a “breeder,” told 
Congress: 

“This is a nuclear chain reactor 
which over a period of time will 
actually create more  fissionable 
material than is put into the re- 
actor as fuel to sustain the reac- | 
tion.” ! 
| For a concrete example of | 
| what the success of “breeding” re- | 

search would mean, consider this: | 

A British report a few months 
ago said that the amount of elec- 
trical energy generated in Great 
Britain is about 50 billion  kilo- 
‘watt hours a year. 

To produce that amount of elec- 
trical energy from atomic mater- | 
lals, the British report said, would 
require 7% tons of U-235 a year. 
And 7% tons of U-235 would re- 
quire 1000 tons of uranium ag it 
occurs in nature. 

But 1000 tons of ordinary uran- 
jum per year was the entire world 
output in 1939, this report said. 

“Although the production has 
since then certainly increased,” 
the report added, “it is clear that | 
uranium has no future for power | 
production if only U-235 could be 
utilized. But, if a substantial part 
of U-238 or, still better, if thorium 
cquid be used, then the figures be- 
come reasonable.”

It is still Lent in the money mar- 
ket, and nobody knows for sure 
when Easter (and stabilization) 
will dawn there, With the price 
that can be had for small pack- 
ages (home loans) in a rising mar- 
ket, held to 4 per cent under V. A. 
and F.H.A., it is more profit- 
able, the money lenders contend, to 
put their money into the big econ- 
omy size packages (government 
bonds, etc.) or to put it into cold 
storage, awaiting the top of the 
mrrket, or stabilization. 

So, unless the Federal Govern- 
ment and the states and the cities 
make it unprofitable to put money 
into their securities, a thing they 
are not likely to do, the only other 
alternative appears to be to make 
tending on homes just as profita- 
ble, and just as secure, 

Price Boost Advocated. 

Members of the National Asso- 
ciation of Home fEuilders were 
told by representatives of savinzs 
and loan asrociations, mortgage 
bankers, banks and trust com- 
panies and other lending agencies 
(at their Chicago convention) that 
the only sound way to do it was 
to raise the price of the small 
package (interest on construction 
and home loans); that if that 
wasn’t done they'd not be able to 
buy enough money to put into the 
small packages people were ask- 
ing for. 

There was some contention by 
builders that all these money-lend- 
ers needed was a way in which 
they could pass the whole problem 
along to Uncle Sam, such as the 
so-called secondary market, 
through which the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation supplied 
them with money jn exchange for 
G.I. mortgage papers. The R.F.C, 
had been withdrawn last year as 
a market place for G.I, mortgage 
paper. The money lenders didn’t 
| think restoration of such a secon- 
| dary market as R.F.C. was a sound 
‘answer to the problem, nor, they 
said, were the secondary market 
of F.N.M.D., insurance of risk by 
_F.H.LA. and ‘the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration -adequate, so long as the 
price of money in small packages 
stayed at 4 per cent. 

The Home Builders’ Association,

Often the most expensive loan a 
man can meke is the one he puts 
out when an acquaintance or fel- 
low-worker seys, “Look pal, I’m 
in a jom, how about letting me 
have a five-spot ‘til pay day?” The 
lender not only collects no inter- 
est, it often happens that he never 
gets the five-spot back. 

The least expensive loan a man 
can make is to put out (say) a 
million dollars to Uncle Sam, or 
to a state or a city, for a long 
term, secured by taxfree or partly 
tax-free, interest bearing bonds. 
About all he has to do is sit back 
and wait for the payoff. 

Somewhere in between these two 
extremes, much closer to the five- 
spot than to the million, is the 
loan to Joe Doakes to build or 
buy a house, 

It's the cost of small-packaging, 
coupled with the law of supply 
and demand, that explains why it 
is just about impossible now to get 
a long-term mortgage on a house 
at a cost of 4 per cent. 

As to the law of supply and de- 
mand, the money market right 
now is a lot like the egg market 
during Lent. The price of eggs 
keeps going up until Easter, or 
shortly thereaftér, because the de- 
mand increases more rapidly than 
the supply. After Easter, the de- 
mand will drop back into normal

F I had to get along without one month in the year, that

But 
far from being frightened, they swooped above us and came to 
rest in the branches of the oak trees overhead, pouring out a 
flood of liquid seng. . There is nothing disciplined about that 
music—and still it has a symphonic effect.

We walked to the big pond, which is full to the 
brim and running out the spillway in a steady stream, 
but no ducks were there. Nor have the woodcock and 
jacksnipe come in, nor any of the shore birds which are 
due in early March. But a flock of goldfinches came 
over with their bobbing flight and canary-like note, 
to stop in the elm trees which are beginning to bud.

@ THIS WAS OUR FIRST TRIP OVER the farm for a week, 
Bt. Louis has been the center of many conservation activities 
recently—and-we went there for a day at the North American 
Wildlife Conference and to talk to the Teachers’ Assotiations 
of Webster Groves.

@ GREAT STUMBLING BLOCK to sound wildlife manage- 
ment is the misconception that the quantity of fish and game 
is controlled solely by length of seasons, bag limits, and num- 
ber of hunters and fishermen. ‘This Jeads to the further mis- 
taken idea that when shortages occur, they can be made up 
through artificial stocking. It is true that all these factors 
affect wildlife populations—and that stocking of some species 
can be carried out successfully under carefully controlled cir- 
cumstances. But just as farmers must finally stop thinking 
exclusively about the crops they sell and start thinking about 
the soil which grows the crops—so the sportsmen are going to 
have to bring their ideas up-to-date. Most wildlife exists today 
on land used by men for. one purpose or another—and it is this 
use of the land which basically governs wildlife populations. 
If man creates areas which provide food, shelter and protec- 
tion, then we will have wildlife. If he doesn’t, we won't. No 
cutting of bag limits or stocking of game-farm birds and 
animals can change that fact.

@ OUR PRIMARY INTEREST AT Possum Trot is in Bob- 
white, in such small fur-bearers as racoon, opossum and squir- 
rels, in the waterfowl, in the fish in our creeks and ponds and 
fin the myriad of song birds native to this area. We can't spend 
money raising them—nor would we waste it trying to stock them 
artificially, except for the fish in our ponds. We can, in carry- 
ing forward our soil conservation plans, do much to create a 
favorable environment for all these species. Small waste areas 
can be fenced and planted to food and cover crops. Ponds can 
be protected against livestock, which get their water from 
tanks outside the pond area. They can be fertilized to insure 
healthy growth of acquatic plants which start the food cycle 
for bluegills and bass. Substitution of multiflora rose for wire 
fencing as occasion grises will provide safe travelways, nesting 
grounds and food for many birds. One or two such areas are 
already under way, with fence plantings of multiflora and food 
and cover plantings of serecia and bi-color lespedeza,

Almost all of the smaller 
species mentioned above are dependent upon some individual 
land-owner; he can have them on his land or not, depending 
upon the way he uses that land, Bobwhite furnishes an excellent 


example. Experts figure that in the area occupied by quail in . 


the United States, we have approximately one covey per 200 
acres of farm land. That won't provide shodting for today’s 


army of gunners.

@ THERE’S NO DOUBT THE POTENTIAL carrying capacity 


ef 200 acres of good farm land should be four covies. With 


special effort, on the part of the land owner, it can even be 
higher than that. But until there is a tremendous change in 
the hunting habits of the average man who carries a gun into 
the field—and a tremendous increase in his interest in help- 
ing create a better environment for raising quail—condftions 
are apt to get worse before they get better. After all, the 
farmer raises the quail, Under today’s conditions, he would 
often rather have no‘quail—-and no hunters.

N eager youngster, autograph 
A book in hand, knew that the 

tall, rosy-cheeked young man 
was a baseball player. He looked 
the part and he had come through 
the gate from the Cardinals’ club- 
house at Lang Field, where Eddie 
Dyer and his St. Louis Redbirds 
are training for the 1948 pennant 
race. 

The youngster darted from a 
group of hero-worshiping small 
fry and got his man. The baseball 
player smiled, took the proffered 
pencil, wrote his name in the. book 
and went on his way, 

“Who was it, Joe?” one small 
fry asked, ‘ 

“Miggins,” Joe replied. And then 
a chorus—‘“Miggins, Miggins, who 
the. hell is Miggins?” 

Who. is Miggins? Miggins is 
just a rookie ball player in his 
first big league training camp. 
He never has hit a home run at 
the Polo Grounds, Never even a 
single in any big league park. He 
never has played in a big league 
game. The headlines never have 
been his, Never a hero or a hold- 
out. 

Miggins is just one of millions 
of young men, who have dreamed 
of making those home runs. Home 
runs and headlines, fame and for- 
tune, But the story of Miggins is

Lawrence Edward Miggins, one 
‘of 50 young and older men who 


reported to Manager Eddie Dyer 


March 1, always thought he was 
going to play with the Giants, 
Born in New York’s Bronx, where 
the Polo Grounds is a shrine to 
every youngster, Lawrence played 
football, basketball and especially 
baseball at Fordham Prep. Later 
o would go to Fordham Univer- 
sity. 


Frank Frisch had gone direct 
from the Fordham campus to the 
Giants. Young Miggins, “Irish” 
to his companions,. would’ do the 
same thing. And it would be a 
big day for Lawrence and all the 
Irish in the Bronx, that first day 
at the Polo Grounds. There'd be 
an Irish band—violin, banjo (or 
mandolin), drum and accordion. 
The Irish, to the last greenhorn, 
would be out in force, singing a 
“come-all-ye.” And if their boy 
Lawrence should happen to whack 
a home run with that shillelagh, 
sure there’d be jigging all over 
the place, even to the dugout roof. 


Lawrence’s parents would be 
there, too, his mother for her first 
look at baseball. His father, John 
J. Miggins, from Mullingar, West- 
meath, Ireland, knew a little 
about baseball. Enough to volun- 
teer suggestions and demonstra- 


“tions on how to grip and swing 


that stick, as Lawrence practiced 
before a mirror in the basement. 
His mother was Josephine O’Sul- 
livan from Kenmare, County 
Kerry. Sure and she thought it 
was all right, after all, for Law- 
rence—she says it witha rich 
County Kerry brogue—to play in 
St. Louis, when she heard that 
city had a Kerry Patch. 

“Be shure you go to Kerry 
Patch right away when you get 
to St. Louis,” she admonished. 

John J. Miggins and Josephine 
O’Sullivan left Ireland when in 
their teens, met and fell in love 
at a set dance, and lived happily 


in the Bronx ever since. John got - 


a job in the fire department and 
worked steadily till he retired a 
few years ago, There are five 
children—John J. Jr., in the fire 
department; James E., in the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau (it’s nat- 
ural for sons of kings to run the 
government), Lawrence, a sister, 
Irene, and the youngest child, Rob- 
ert Emmett,

AWRENCE inherited brain as 

well as brawn from the Mig- 

ginses and the O’Sullivans. He 
went through Fordham Prep on a 
scholastic scholarship and while 
Lawrence was playing,four years 
of prep school baseball, New York 
Giant scouts kept track of him. 
He played football, too, and at the 
Polo Grounds, Junior American 
Legion baseball with the Eddie 


"Grant Post. And so he dreamed 


more and more of becoming a 
member of the Giants. 

Then fate began to play a hand. 
Fordham University decided to de- 
emphasize athletics. Lawrence ac- 
cepted a football scholarship from 
the University of Pittsburgh. But 
the war was on and Lawrence, sea- 
minded, applied for entrance to 
the United States Maritime Acad- 
emy. While waiting to be called, 
Miggins signed a contract with the 
Giants’ Jersey City farm club, in 
December, 1943, and the following 
spring, reported at the Jersey City 
training camp. He made the team, 
but after he had played six games 


X 


for Jersey City, he was called into 
the service. 

Those six games with Jersey 
City constituted the break that 
eventually detoured Miggins from 
the Giants to the Cardinals. Basc- 
ball operates under a complex set 
of rules, modified by a wartime 
G.I. baseball bill of rights. Suffice, 
without going into the complicated 
rules, to say: that when Miggins 
came out of the service, he had 
been credited with the time he had 
spent there and so quicker than 
the Giants realized, became sub- 
ject to the draft, 

The Giants carelessly permitted 
Miggins’s name to remain on the 
list of the Minneapolis club of the 
American Association after the 
1947 season. Cardinal scouts had 
recommended him highly and so 
the Cardinals drafted him, obtain- 
ing the fine looking prospect for 
$10,000, much to the surprise and 
chagrin of the Giants. 

One of Lawrence’s loudest boost- 
ers, while the boy was at Fordham 
Prep, was Toots Shor, New York 
restaurant man and friend of 
Owner Horace Stoneham and 
Manager Mel Ott of the Giants. 
When Toots heard that his beloved 
Giants had lost his pet rookie, he 
was indignant. Bob Hannegan, 
also a friend of Toots, hasn’t 
helped the situation. He told Shor 
over the telephone the other night 
that Miggins was a great find and 
that he probably would become 
the Cardinals’ regular center field- 
er. Hannegan, of course, was rib- 
bing his friend, Toots, but Shor 
became even more indignant and 


shouted over the phone that if it | 


turned out that way, he, Toots, 
would: punch Stoneham and Ott 
right in the nose. 

“Yes, I was surprised and a little 
down in the mouth when I heard 
I wasn’t with the Giants any 
more,” Miggins admitted. “But I 
guess the Cardinals always had 
been my_second choice, I always

liked the way they played, rua- 


ning and scrapping all the time. 
An@ it didn't take me long to get 
over that long face. I soon Was 
thinking in terms of ‘We'll get 
those Giants.’” 

There are advantages and dis- 
advantages for Miggins in being a 
drafted ball player. The Cardinals, 
to retain title to hig services, will 
have to keep him on the roster for 
an entire season, which gives him 
security. On the other hand, if it 
develops that he needs more ex- 
perience, his development may be 
delayed by having to sit on the 
bench. His best interests might be 
served by sending him to a minor 
league team, where he could play 
every day. But if the Cardinals 
decided to do that, he would re- 
vert to Minneapolis and Giant 
ownership. In that case $7500 of 
the draft price would be returned 
to the Gardinals, the “look” at 
Miggins costing them ‘$2500, 

Miggins isn’t worrying about his 
chances. We asked him if he found 
anything to make him think the 
jump from the minors was too big 
a one. 

“No, I’m not terrified,” he said,

IGGINS’S minor league record 

was not impressive on paper. 

In 37 games at Jersey City in 
1946 he hit only .254. At Minne- 
apolis in 1947, he batted only .233 
in 60 games. Then he was sent 
down to Sioux City, where his 
average in 71 games was only .289. 
How did it: happen that he was 
recommended so highly? 

"Tl think I can answer that,” 
Lawrence replied. “Not to be 
bragging or anything, but I real- 
ly feel I'm a better ball player 
than that. I did all right at Min- 
neapolis for a month. I was the 
youngest man on the club, but 
they had me hitting fourth. I was 
hitting about .320 when the reg- 
ular third baseman was injured 
and the manager, Tom Sheehan, 
moved me in from the outfield. 

“I made a couple of errors and 
blew that game. I was unnerved 
and kept on making errors. It 
didn’t help me when umpires and 
older players told me I was silly 
to stand for being put at third 
base. My average dropped, I spent 
three weeks on the bench and 
finally the business manager, Rosy 
Ryan, arranged for me to go to 
Sioux City. 

“T wasn’t much better there for 
a while. I was lonesome, I guess. 
You see we're an old-fashioned 
family at home. We're together 
so much, and I missed my people. 
Finally I met a priest, Father 
Tolan, and he introduced me to 
some nice people. Yes, Irish peo- 
ple. Well, I bucked up and started 
hitting. I hit 14 home runs the 
last month. I know I can hit. 
Just let me have my cuts and I'll 
make this team.” 

Was Lawrence lonesome in St. 
Petersburg? 

“Not a bit,” was the reply. 
“You’re too busy. I answer the 
morning phone call at 8 o'clock. 
My roommate, Joe Muzzo, and I 
have breakfast, sit around for a 
few minutes, reading the paper 
and then go to the ball park. For 
breakfast? Oatmeal every morn- 
ing. My mother raised me on that.

Meows From Other Feline Fanciers

OBERT LOTHAR (PIED 
Rerres) KENDELL, origina- 

tor of the plan to send 50,000 
American alley cats to Europe as 
a sort of Feline AE.F. to make 
war on foreign rats, sits these 
days in his cubbyhole office in 
New York's Union Square prac- 
tically buried under letters, tele- 
grams and a lot of small boxes 
he opened hurriedly because he 
suspected they might contain 
time. bombs. 

This deluge of mail, voicing 
angry meows from the nation’s 
cat lovers, has made Kendell de- 
liriously happy. His Cats-for-Eu- 
rope plan may have bogged down 
in the maze of State Department 
red tape, but Kendell is now sure 
of: one thing: An awful lot of 
folks in the United States love 
cats. 


“The whole trouble was that 
folks didn’t understand the plan,” 
gays Kendell, who is president of 
The American Feline Society Inc., 
and America’s No. 1 Cat Lover. 
“People just thought we intended 
to turn those poor pussies loose 
in Europe to become dachhassen 
—roof rabbits, you know. Actually 
under the plan our cats would be 
guaranteed protection, food and 
medical attention. And what's 
more they would be given an op- 
portunity to fulfill their God-giv- 
en mission in catlife—the killing 
of rats and mice.” 

The battle over whether or not 
to’ send American cats to catch 
rats on foreign soil began several 
months ago when a London news- 
paper came up with some pretty 


startling facts about how rats and 
mice were causing terrific losses 
in American grain and other food- 
stuffs being shipped to Europe 
for that continent’s starving mil- 
lions. The London r phoned 
Kendell and wan to know if 
America had a surplus of cats. 


Kendell said we did; that, in 
fact, we had 10 million of them, 
homeless, roaming the alleys with- 
out care or attention and worry- 
ing the American Feline Society 
almost to death.- Well, praposed 
the London paper, why wouldn't 
it be a good plan to send some 
of these orphaned motuse-hounds 
to Europe? Would Kendell work 
out a plan? Kendell would and 
did.

H outlining his plan to Sec- 

retary of State Marshall and 
British Ambassador Lord Inver- 
chapel.

forage for themselves. Actually 
we planned to assign them to 
specific docks, food warehouses 
and food distributing centers and 
to make sure they received good 
care.

At the present writing Kendell 
still hasn’t got clearance from our

While actors find the sledding 4 
bit tough these days, the so-called 
dumb performers are doing very 
well. Salaries for every type have 
been on the increase, and guar- 
dians now lurk on all sides to see 
that are properly fed, rested 
and treated. Their situation is so 
good, in fact, that human stars 
have been growing envious. 
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TWO DOZEN pigs, a flock of 
chickens and ducks were signed 
by Twentieth Century-Fox to sup- 
ply background for a farm scene 
in “For Fear of Little Men,” a 
story about Ireland, in which 
Tyrone Power and Anne Baxter 
are starred. 

Power and Miss Baxter re- 
mained out in a cold, raw wind 
rehearsing the scene—but not the 
hogs, ducks or chickens. They 
were too valuable. Their business 
manager, Al Jank, insisted that 
they should be housed in a warm 
room until the scene was ready to 
be filmed. 

“They don’t need any rehear- 
sal,” he told Director Henry Kos- 
ter. “They know their lines.” 

He was correct. The ducks wad- 
died through the action at the 
right time and the right place, and 
did their quacking in muted voices 
so. they wouldn’t ruin the dialogue 
between the two stars.

The wild animals— 
such as lions, tigers, snakes and 
monkeys-—fend for themselves, al- 
though their owners have a work- 
ing agreement about the prites 
they will charge the studios, 


Wages’ for the barnyard an- 
imals are standard. A pack burro 
gets $9 a day, mules $10, sheep 
$3 and chickens and rabbits from 
25 to 50 cents each, depending 
on the number used. A “barnyard 
setting’—merely an atmospheric 
group consisting of chickens, 
ducks, a cow and a horse—is sup- 
plied for a flat $100 sum. But 
if the horse is asked to whinny, 
that will cost the director $10 
extra. Hogs are now up in the 
film world, They recently re- 
ceived a 100 per cent boost—from 
$2.50 to $5 each. 


The daily wage for all barnyard 
actors, in fact, has just about dou- 
bled in the past four years. The 
pigs were the last to ask for a 
raise. They had a good argument. 
Price of swill hit an all-time peak 
before the grain cash. And a hog 
must keep in shape. No one wants 
a skinny one, not even in a movie.

NTIL Kendell’s great kitty 
campaign broke into the news, 
the American Feline Society 
wasn’t too well known. 

“Now,” says Kendell, viewing the 
mountains of mail in his office 
from all of our 48 states and quite 
a few countries in Europe, “it 
looks like everybody who can even 
spell ‘cat’ has heard of us.” 

Organized by the late Eulah 
Byer Kendell in 1938, The -Ameri- 
can Feline Society has been car- 
ried on by Kendell since his wife's 
death as a memorial to her. The 
Society has membership in 39 
states, Canada, Costa Rica and 
Switzerland and takes the view, 
says Kendell, “that the stray, un- 
wanted cat, having God-given life 
is entitled to a chance to retain 
it, especially, when it may serve 
humanity for a better purpose 
than soap, fertilizer or wearing 
apparel.” 


Kendell is happiest ‘when some- 
one adopts a cat. He’s maddest 
when he hears of cats being “kit- 
napped” for medical purposes. He 
can’t understand people who hate 
cats. In the past three years alone, 
he’s put more than $10,000 of his 
own money—from an advertising 
firm he runs—into the Society in 
an effort “to raise the status of 
the cat to a higher plane in the 
scheme’ of contemporary civiliza- 
tion.” 

Once Kendell, hearing of two 
unwanted kittens that, although 
born to the purple in Bucking- 
ham Palace, were about to be 
destroyed, tried to get President 


Truman to adopt them. Truman’ 


would have nothing to do with 
the cats. Another time Kendell 
tried to ship 1500 cats to Poland.

“The Ameri- 
can Feline Society is the only or- 
ganization in the United States 
that tries to do nice things for 
cats. The Humane Society just 
kills them humanely.” |

non, the radio give-away show. 


Psychiatrists and viewers-with- 
alarm are having a field day ana- 
lyzing it; millions of ‘radio listen- 
ers are having a field day them- 
selves as they sit down, pen in 
hand, to complete, in 25 words or 
less, a statement which starts out: 
“IT often expire with sheer ecstasy 


~at the very thought of Wimple’s 


Wonderful Washing Powder, be- 
cause...” 

The writer may, if his letter is 
adjudged the outstanding letter 
among a million or so other let- 
ters, and he has followed religious- 
ly all the rules of the contest, win 
anything from a streamlined pan- 
cake turner to a small fortune, 


There is hardly a show any 


‘ more that doesn’t give something 


away. This national bonanza, 
which started in a small way be- 
fore the war, has mushroomed 
into a national frenzy since the 
war. There are now about 15 real- 
ly big give-away shows on the 
national networks, and dozens, 
maybe hundreds, on regional net- 


- works and local programs. 


How much is given away each 
year is anyone’s guess, Estimates 
by students of the phenomenon 
run from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000. 
The figure has even been placed 
as high as $7,000,000. 

Such programs as the Miss 
Hush contests, the Walking Man 
contest and the Bride and Groom 
and Queen for a Day type of pro- 
grams have pushed the thing be- 
yond the normal bounds of inter- 
est and into the realm of front 
page news. Even the people who 
haven’t sent in a letter and chewed 
their fingernails down to the 
quick are attracted by the size 
of the take, and become interested 
spectators. 

As one of the contests ap- 
proaches its climax the national 
suspense is tremendous. When 
the winner is announced the com- 
bined sighs of relief and disap- 


eae pointment, if harnessed, probably 


would have mofe potential power 
than the atom bomb. At least as 
powerful as a typhoon. 

Not only have the contests al- 
tered radio listening from a pos- 
sible pleasure to a mild form of 
torture, they have also altered the 
machinery of radio itself. They 
have given rise to a big business 
—the prize brokerage business— 
and they have introduced a new 
and not very healthy philosophy

HE sponsor, by coupling his 

products with the regular 

prizes, gets a lot of extra com- 
mercials which ordinarily wouldn’t 
be allowed. And best of all, 
neither network nor sponsor need 
pay a cent for the prizes. About 
all they need is a hyperthyroid 
master of ceremonies and a good 
prize broker and they can hit the 
jackpot every week, same station, 
same time.. 

There are probably still a few 
naive people who, when they hear 
about the $23,000 in prizes award- 
ed Mrs. Florence Hubbard of Chi- 
cago for naming Jack Benny as 
the Walking Man, say to them- 
selves or one another, “My 
goodness, how can Ralph Ed- 
wards and his sponsor afford to 
give away such prizes; how can 
all of those programs afford to 
give away thousands of dollars 
worth of stuff like that?” 


For the benefit of the uniniti-- 


ated, Business Week magazine es- 
timates that there are at present 
about 250 manufacturers of every- 
thing from garbage cans to air- 
planes falling all over themselves 
to force their products on the 
program directors. The donator 
of a $100 watch, or even a $5 
cigarette lighter gets plugs on the 
program which otherwise would 
cost him up to $5000 in air time 
alone. ,He doesn’t have to spon- 
sor a program, he has merely to 
donate one of his products, in re- 
turn for which he gets many times 
its value in publicity. 

Last year, some firms like West- 


inghouse and General Electric got 
an estimated $5,000,000 in advertis- 
ing for about $250,000 in merchan- 
dise, which is a pretty good re- 
turn on their investment. With 
something Nke that staring them 
in the face, competition between 
donors, particularly for the big 
shows, has become brisk. And 
under such circumstances, the 
emergence of the prize broker was 
inevitable. 


For the moment, let’s pretend it 
is Saturday night and another

we'll say, and millions of ears are 
glued to radios as Edwards makes 
a long distance call..

describe their job under a variety 
of names, such as “product ex- 
ploitation,” “merchandise cotinsel- 
ing” and “prize brokerage,” but 
it all amounts to the e thing. 
They may be retained either by 
the manufacturer or the producer 
of the program. Sometimes they 
even work both sides of the street. 
The manufacturer often not only 
donates his product but pays, 
either in the form of a retainer 
or on @ per-plug basis, to have his 
stuff given away. When it is on 
a per-plug basis, a contest can’t 
last too long for the brokers. An 
average fee for the broker is $55 
for each broadcast mention. | 
One of the most successful, 
George Kamen, head of George 
Kamen, Inc., in New York, has 
11 men working for him and digs 
up prizes for such programs as 
“Queen For a Day,” “Hearts De- 
sire,” “Quiz Kids” and others. He 
gathers up and hands to the mas- 
ters of ceremonies about $1,450,000 
worth of desirable gadgets a year. 
On the west coast, Adolphe Wen- 
land and Associates persuade pro- 
grams to give away its clients 
products. They represent about 60 


companies. 
] Apperentiy not, with the excepe- 

tion of some advertising firms 
whose clients have found it cheap- 
er and more rewarding to donate 
products in return for free pub- 
licity than to let an advertising 
agency build a show around its 
product. The manufacturers’ are 
happy, ¢he sponsors are happy, 
the Department of Internal Rev- 
enue is happy and the winners 
are happy. 

The National Association of 
Broadcasters takes a rather dim 
view of the brokerage business 
and is considering a change in 
its code, aimed at them. It is 
proposed that all references to 
products and services in a given 
program be construed as commer- 
cials and thus subtracted from the 
time allotted the sponsor for his 
commercials. It would ruin the 
brokerage business, It might also 
ruin the program, so there isn’t 
much chance the provision will 
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,be put into effect. 


The networks have every reason 
to love the give-aways, in view 
of what they do for Hooper rat- 
ings. Few are the programs which 
don’t give something away. On 
the National Broadcasting Co. 
network there are now some 20 
programs which have something 
to give away. It may be a “ro- 
mantic love locket, with room in- 
side for two pictures,” which the 
listener can get merely by send- 
ing in the top to a toothpaste 
box, or it may be 1000 bucks in 
cash, given away each day, five 
days-.a week, on the Joyce Jor- 
dan program to the person who, 
along with a soap box top, writes 
the best conclusion to the state- 
ment, “I like the new improved 


Dreft for dishwashing because—”. 


At the same time Ma Perkins is 
offering a first prize of $15,000 in 
cash, second prize of $5000, and 
50 additional prizes of $100 each 
to the persons who best complete 
the sentence, in 25 words or less, 
“To me that Oxydol Sparkle 
means—” 


In a geries of “Cutest Baby” 
contests, the Right to Happiness 
program is giving away $1000 
each week, with second prize of 
$250. Pepper Young’s Family is 
giving, to the person who gives 
the best name to a girl on a 
soap wrapper, and writes the best 
letter telling why it is the best 
name, a mere $1000 a year for 
life: or, if the winner thinks he 
won’t live so long, he can settle 
for 20 grand. The second prize is 
rather puny by comparison, be- 
ing $1000. In a give-away pro- 
gram, $1000 is tossed around 
pretty casually. 
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N an effort, perhaps, to outdo 

Truth or Consequences, its chief 

competitor in the field of screw- 
ball .give-away programs, People 
Are Funny has exceeded any- 
thing offered yet. Not with the 
three-bedroom house they are of- 
fering, or the rugs, drapes, fur- 
niture, electrical appliances and 
whatnot with which it is equipped, 
or the new Kaiser car which will 
be sitting in the garage—but for 
the job which they will find for 
the winner, right in the neigh- 
borhood of his new house. They 
not only will get him a job, but 
they will find him something for 
which he is mentally, spiritually 
and esthetically equipped. He will 
have his choice of a place in any 
one of 200 or 300 businesses in 
southern California, where the 
home is situated. No square pegs 
in round holes. Radio thinks of

In the case of 
radio contest winners, however, 
something seems to have gone 
wrong with this premise. 

For instance, Mrs. Ruth Mce- 
Cormick of Lock Haven, Pa., who, 
with two other women, won the 
first Mrs. Hush contest. Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick told the Post-Dispatch 
the other day, “I am more of a 
contest fan than ever. I think 
contests are good things and I 
enjoy entering them.” 

Mrs. McCormick and her friends 
kept a car, typewriter, sweeper, 
radio combination and refrigera- 
tor and had two of their houses 
painted. The rest: of the stuff 
they won was sold for about $8000 
in cash which divided three ways. 


They’re still good friends. 
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RS. RUTH ANNETTE SUB- 

BIE, of Fort Worth, Tex., 

who won the Miss Hush con- 
test last November, seemg also ta 
have escaped the pitfalls of sud- 
den wealth She realized about 
$20,000 out of the contest. She 
declined to tell what articles she 
sold, except for ah airplane on 
which, she said, she lost about 
$700 because she had to sell it 
when the weather was bad for fly- 
ing. She sold: many items by ad- 
vertising in the newspapers. Her 
opinion of such contests: “I think 
they’re wonderful hobbies for 
housewives. Keeps them out of 
mischief.” 

Mrs. Florence Hubbard of Chi- 
cago, who won the recent Walk- 
ing Man contest, got prizes valued 
at $23,000. She plans, she says, 
to keep only those prizes which 
“fit into my way of life” and sell 
the rest. The prizes which will 
fit into her way'of life are’a sew- 
ing machine, a wardrobe for every 
season, a piano, wrist watch, dia- 
mond ring, Persian lamb coat, 
home laundry, vacuum cleaner 
and typewriter. Mrs. Hubbard, a 
widow, is 68' years old. 

Biggest take yet was that of 
Mrs. Edgar Parrett of Shiprock, 
New Mexico, who won $35,000 in 
prizes on the “Queen for a Day” 
show. She got everything the 
othera got and a few more be- 
sides, such as a year’s supply of 
bed linen, In view of the fact 
that Mrs. Parrett answered no 
questions, wrote no essay and 
didn’t even hear the broadcast 
which made her rich (her name 
was submitted by relatives in a 
mother-in-jJaw contest) there is a 
chance that she may not have to 
pay income tax on her windfall. 
If such is the case, she will be a 
rare exception. 

Mrs. McCormick and her friends 
paid around $500 each on their 
share of their winnings. Mrs. 
Subbie paid something like $3000. 
All other contest winners pay in 
proportion because Uncle Sam 
looks upon it as earned income. 

If you wrote. a letter, finished 
a limerick, worked a riddle, or 
even endorsed the product, you did 
something to earn the dough, says 
Uncle Sam, so it’s subject to in- 
come tax. According to the St. 
Louis Internal Revenue office, 
there is only one winner on rec- 
ord who outsmarted Uncle Sam. 
She was called on the telephone 
and notified that she had won 
the $1000 Pot O’Gold. After she 
had identified herself, she refused 
to answer any more questions. 
She wouldn’t say she used Tums, 
she wouldn’t. even talk about 
Tums. If she had it would have 


been an endorsement, She just 
kept mum, collected her thousand 5 
bucks, and when Uncle Sam took . 
it to court to try to collect inco: 
tax, the court upheld he 
had done nothing to earn\ the 
money. 
“Someone,” said a member of 
the Internal Revenue Department 
sadly, “must have.wised her 
beforehand.” 


Winners shouldn't delude them- . 
selves that Uncle Sam won't know. 
The nameg of all winners are filed ' 
carefully away, along with the»: 
amount they won, and it had bet-., 
ter show up on their returns. That 
includes even the small winners. 
Even if they. escape the notice of 
the department, there is always 
someone, the department points 
out, who takes it upon himself to 
call it to their attention. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful if any contest 
winners are missed.’ 


The question arises, how big can 
it get? The four major networks 
alone are giving away about $70,- 
000 every week, and not only are 
the prize totals getting bigger, but 
the regional networks and the 
— stations are getting thes 

ever.

U.S. WILL STUDY 
FERTILIZING POWER 
OF ATOM MATERIAL 


Tests Aimed at Increasing 
Crop Yield, Strengthening 
Resistance to Disease. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
~The Government set out today 
to see if the atom can be used 
as a weapon against hunger. The 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced that they will investi- 
gate the effect on plant growth 
of radioactive by-products of the 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) atomic plant, 
The Commission will pay for the 
experiments and provide special 
materials. 

Although the Department of 
Agriculture already is conducting 
200 different studies with radio- 
active materials, this will be the 
first check into their fertilizing 
powers, 

Department officials said the 


studies might show farmers how 
to increase their crop yields many 
times over and how to develop 
varieties better able to fight off 
disease. 

If Government scientists find 
atomic materials can be used to 
produce better plants and greater 
yields, the next step would be to 
find ways of making them avail- 
able to farmers. 

Reports of unusually good crops 
near Nagasaki—Japanese city hit 
by an atomic bomb-—have “stim- 
ulated interest: in the problem,” 
the announcement said. 

But, it added, investigations by 
qualified scientists “fail to reveal 
any basis for the claim that radia- 
tion from the atomic bomb bene- 
fited the crop.”

OR centuries, dogs of specialized ability have helped 
the hunter by finding and pointing out upland game 
birds. In 1866 this practice became the basis for a 

new kind of sporting event, the public field trial, in 
which bird dogs demonstrated in competition the quali- 
ties which made them useful. That first trial was held 
near Stafford, England. Eight years later the first such 
event in the United States was run near Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

In 1896 a national championship, field. trial was 
inaugurated to find the greatest gun dog in the country. 
The fiftieth running of this annual classic for pointers 
and setters was held recently on the 30,000-acre quail- 
stocked game preserve of the Ames plantation, near the 
village of Grand Junction in Southwest Tennessee. It 
has been conducted there with only two interruptions 
since 1900. 

_ The Grand Junction Championship. is the most 
gruelling test in this country of a dog’s hunting prowess, 
although no birds are killed. Dogs are worked a pair, 
or brace, at a time over 12-mile courses in three-hour 
heats under the observation of three judges. To win, 
a dog must hunt the cover with intelligence and perse- 
verance and at top speed. It must remain on the course 
under direction of its handlers. On scenting ganie the 
dog must point with “style” and intensity; part of this 
“style’ is to “freeze” with head held high, indicating 
it has located birds by their body scent, not by scent 
of their tracks. While handler dismounts, flushes birds 
and fires a shot in the air, dog must remain immobile. 
When a bracemate “finds,” dog must “back on sight,” 
that is, come to point also, even though not within range 
of the scent. 

Each of this year’s field of 28 pointers—for the first 
time no setters were nominated— ified for Grand 
Junction by winning first place in a major trial with heats 
of one hour or longer. More than 400 amateur and pro- 
fessional field trials are recorded by The American Field 
of Chicago, official publication of bird dog doings. 

Peter Rinski, a pointer owned by R. R. Waugh of 
Peoria, Illinois, won the Ory eg this year. It made 
nine bevy finds over a muddy course. The $1500 stake 
awarded the handler of the winning dog went to Ray 
Smith of Somerville, Tennessee.

And 
there is more in the American village 
than in any other place on the face of the earth.” 

Such nostalgia was wecgnae: wei soothing to 
a nation which felt it was g too swiftly 
down the highroad of history. 

For the United States, in 1920, was in a 
curiously divided mood. It was proud of its 
power, and frightened of its minent position. 
The little seaboard colo federation of 1775 
had become the most cuous industrial and 
financial giant in the world. Endless demands 
were made on it to solve the world's biggest 
worries. Out of genuine bewilderment, many 
Americans turned, with Harding, to recall the 
blissful picture of the-past. And so, in 1920, the 
overwhelming majority of Americans voted for 
Warren G. Har for President. 

The Sun ernoon dream of small-town 
Normalcy lasted through most of a fitful decade, 
during which the United States became more 
than ever a land of big cities, big money, and 
big factories filled with machines. It ended in 
the economic and social nightmare of the depres- 
sion, and the lowering clouds of world-wide 


- aggression and fascism. 


At the Republican convention of 1920, the 
three strongest contenders for the pr 
nomination were General Leonard Wood of New 
York, who was backed by a or rT to 
tion of big business; Governor Fr Lowden of 
Illinois, favorite son of the farming states; 
Senator Hiram Johnson of California, who com- 
manded the forces of isolation. 

In the early balloting: Wood and Lowden 
were almost even, with ut 300 votes apiece 
(493 were needed to win), and Johnson was a 
steady third with 140. Stringing along behind 
were Sproul and Knox of Pennsylvania, Harding 
of Ohio (60 votes), La Follette of Wisconsin, 
Coolidge of Massachusetts and Hoover of Calli- 
fornia. 

That was the situation on the late afternoon 
of June 11, when Lodge, who was chairman, 
forced an adjournment. The next day the dele- 
gates stampeded to Harding. This deal was 
arranged during the night in a smoke-filled room 
by a handful of Senafors and state bosses who 
feared a party-splitting deadlock.

HE Democrats nominated Al Smith for President in 1928. He 
was born in 1873, and the sidewalks of New York had sh 
and flavored him—as a boy he watched the building of the 
Brookyln Bridge from a tenement window, swam from the East 
River wharves. sold fish in the Fulton Market, frequented a 
Tammany clubhouse. Then he was elected to the Assembly, be- 
came sheriff of ahd Governor of New York. His 
eight years as chi ve of the nation’s most populous state 
were rich in progress, conservation of public resources, 
educational improvements. 
Governor Smith was an able public servant, and .a 
ty campaigner who was perfectly named by Franklin D.

In the campaign of 1928 the Happy Warrior showed no in- 
clination to war against the runaway m in the stock market. 
On the contrary, he chose as chairman of the Democratic national 
committee one of the biggest bulls of Wall Street—John J. Raskob. 
Smith attacked the Republicans for failing to help the farmers or to 
develop public water power. But he soon found himself unpleas- 
antly on the defensive. He was an unabashed wet, and the big 
cities loved him for it. He was also an unashamed Roman Cath- 
olic, and the Protestant South and Midwest shunned him. 

The “Catholic issue” was mostly discussed in whispers, and 
Herbert Hoover, Smith's Republican opponent, repudiated such in- 
tolerance, but benefited from it in the voting. e Solid Demo- 
cratic South was broken—Hoover carried Virginia, North Carolina, 
Florida, Tennessee, and Texas. Smith lost New York but carried 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. Al's personality brought an

Said 
Hoover in 1928: “Given a chance to go forward with the policies 
of the last eight years, we shall soon .. . be in sight of the day 
when poverty will be banished from this nation.” “Prosperity and 
efficiency, and rugged individualism,” were the themes of the vic- 
torious Republicans. Hoover was born in a small Midwest town 
and orphaned at the age of 10. He mastered the techniques of 
mining and business, made $4,000,000. 

As Secretary of Commerce he found many opportunities to aid 
business in evading the Sherman Antitrust Law. In 1927 he won

AMB cakes, baked in cast-iron molds and covered with fluffy

In making the batter, sifted flour is measured then sifted with 
powder.. Butter and shortening are creamed until soft.
